126,000 STRIKE IN BERLIN 
AGAINST REDUCTION OF PAY 


Metal Workers Walk Out ‘in Protest When 
Government Arbiter’s Award Is Unfavor- 
able—Review of Ruling Likely. | :

against the Government arbiter’s 
decision that wages should be re- 
duced 126,000 Berlin metal work- 


ers, members of the largest trade 
union group in the world, laid 
down their tools at 10 o'clock to- 
day. The reduction is 8 per cent 
for workers of above 18 years of 
age, and 6 per cent for those be- 
low that age. 

The strike creates a new snarl 
in the German economic and po- 
litical tangle. No one at present 
ventures to predict what it may 
mean to tHe nation’s economic sit- 
uation, since the metal industry 
affects so many other lines of 
business, nor how it may affect 


politics, since the metal workers 
are among the stanchest of the 
Republicans. 


Disabled Veterans Exempt. 

Among the larger plants affected 
by the walkout are the Allgemeine 
Elektrizitaets Gesellschaft, Siemens, 
Bergmann, and the Berlin Metal 
Works. The walkout of the A. E. 
G. workers was so complete that 
all the company’s plants had to 
cease operation. Siemens contin-

Opie P. Greathouse, who was 
night clerk of the Buckingham Ho- 
tel Annex when it burned with the 
loss of seven lives, Dec. 6, 1927, 
was the State’s chief witness today 
in the trial of Andrew B. Meadows, 
night watchman of the Annex, on 
charges of first degree murder and 
arson, 
court. 

Greathouse, now manager of the 
Melbourne Hotel, told of the cir- 
cumstances which aroused his 
suspicions against Meadows, nearly 
two years after the fire, leading 
to the arrest and 
Meadows and R. H. Cotham, ‘night 


tel at the time of the fire. 

The arrest and indictment of 
Lewis E. Balson and Ralph, Pier- 
son, owners of the. hotel, followed, 
and they have continued to deny 
any knowledge of an arson plot. 

The state is asking for the death 
penalty for Meadows, who is being 
tried for the murder of Miss May 
Fraser, a schoo) teacher,.. burned 
to death in her room, Seven cases, 
based on the individual deaths, are 
pending against each of the four 


defendants, of whom Meadows is

Operator Reports Smoke. 

Greathouse testified that he 
worked aS night clerk while 
studying by day in St. Louis Uni- 
versity School of Commerce and 
Finance, his pay. being $50 a 
month. He said that, about 3 
o’clock on the morning of Dec. 5, 
1927, he received a call from the 
telephone exchange operator, who 
reported smelling smoke, 

“I stood in the lobby with 
Meadows,” Greathouse said, “and 
we went about trying to locate the 
smoke, but couldn't find the fire 
until we opened the door of room 
137, a maids’ dressing room. There 
was a volume of smoke there, and 
I notified the operator at once to 
give the alarm, and to call all 
guests. Then Meadows and I went 
back, and I called my wife, who 
was asleep in one of the rooms. 
When I didn’t hear any firemen 
coniing, I ran to a corner box and 
turned in the alarm there. 

“Il went back—you could see 
the fire outside the building ‘then 
—and helped get the guests out.” 

Meadows Out of Work. 

After he left the Annex, Great- 
house said, he saw Meadows occa- 
sionally, and learned that Meadows 
was still working about the Buck- 
ingham. But in June, 1928, after 
Greathouse had gone to work at 
the Melbourne, Meadows called 
and said he was out of a job, the 
witness said. 

“He told me he was looking for 
Cotham,” GreatHouse said, “and 
asked me to call up the Lincoln 
Hotel and see if Cotham was work- 
ing there. I did so, and Cotham 
answered. Meadows said he did 
not wish to talk to Cotham by 
telephone, but would go and see 
him. 

“In November, 1929, Meadows 
came to see me twicdé,* out of 
money and looking for work. I 
gave him 60 cents the second time 
and he asked about Cotham. I 
asked why he was looking for Cot- 
ham, and he said Cotham owed 
him money. First he said it was 
$10, then he said $500. I asked 
him what the debt was for and he 
made no reply.

SPRINGFIELD. Mo., Oct. 16.— 
When all the mighty agencies of 
the law and Government failed in 
the intensive two-year lunt for 
William Harrison (Jake) Fileagle. 
notorious. bank bandit and train 
robber, who was fatally shot anc 
captured yesterday at Bratison, his 
weakness for women betrayed nim 
nto the han of his captors. 

Fieagle died at 9 
ing, following an operation at the 
Baptist Hospital for the gunshot 
wound suffered: when he was cap- 
tured on a Missouri ‘Pacific pas- 
senger train. He was the leader, 
the “wolf” of the robbery of the 
First National Bank of Lamar, 
Colo., in May, 1928. Four men 
were slain by his band in that 
holdup and three of ‘the robbers 
have been executed. — 

This violent man’s love affairs 
proved his undoing, and when the 
officers at last adopted the French 
method of seeking the woman as 
the ‘solution of all mysteries, «a 
Jezebel, true to precedent, turned 
her lover in. 

Was Nation-Wide Hunt. 

That, in a nutshell, Is the whoic 
story of a nation-wide hunt that 
culminated in the capture of one of 
the most ruthless kiHers of modern 
banditry, but the identity of the 
woman in this case must remain a 
mystery, Postal inspectors never 
disclose the identity of informers. 

This man, sought By State and 
Federal officers throughout the 
Middle West and sometimes as far 
as the West Coast, for an orgy of 
robbery and murder seldom par- 
alleled, found it hard to break 
home ties. and would write letters 
to his mother in Western Kansas. 
Byt he was very cautious in this, 
always sending the letters to far- 
away cities to pals in crime for 
mailing. 

But, in love, he knew. no pru- 
dence, and ity was not always con- 
venient to arrange trysts by round- 
about methods entailing long de- 
lays. He wrote direétly to his 
women, and beyond mailing the en- 
dearing missives from trains to pre- 
vent them being traced through a 
postoffice, Jake, the Romeo, caat 
his lot with love and luck—and 
lost. 

When the Real Hunt Began. 

For years Fleagle had been 
known as a robber and desperate 
man to deal with, but not ‘until his 
frightful crime at Lamar, Colo., 
when, with his brother Ralph and 
two others, he held tp a bank in 
May, 1928, killing A. N. Parrish, 
president, and his son, J. F. Par- 
rish, ecashier, and subsequently 
ruthlessly putting to death E. A.

What Watchman Says He Got. 
“In their discussions before the 
fire, he said he had asked Cotham 
how much-he gos to get, and that 
Cotham promised him $10,000, but 
after the fire all he got. was $783 
given him by Cotham.” 

He quoted Meadows as saying 
that Cotham had put the idea into 
his head, having first suggested 
the matter at a meeting in Forest 
Park. 

“Meadows said,” McFarland tes- 
tified, “‘that as they sat on a park 
bench Cotham had suggested to 
him that he was getting old, and 
Meadows replied, ‘Is that what we 
came here to talk about?’ Cotham 
then told him, Meadows, said, that 
they could make some ‘dough,’ 
about $20,000, by burning the ho- 
tel. Meadows refused to consider 
the matter at first, but next day 
he askéd What Kis “end would be, 
and was told $5000. 

“Meadows also told me that, aft- 
er that talk in the park, he never 
made the 3 a. m. round of inspec- 
tion. He told the police after the 
fire that he was off for lunch at 
that hour. Meadows said that, be- 
fore the inquest, Cotham told him 
to stick to his story, and ‘they'll 
stick by you till hell freezes over.’ 
He said Cotham paid him money 
once in Pierson’s presence, and 
that he received $18 in the pres- 
ence of Balson.” 


On cross-examination, it was 
brought out that McFarland had a 
claim against Balson for $1500, 
for McFarland's personal property, 
lost in the fire. This, it appeared, 
helped him to get Meadows’ con- 
fidence, as a fellow-claimant. After 
getting Meadows ‘statement, Mc- 
Farland said, he laid the matter 
before Balson and made a demand 
for payment of his own claim. Aft- 
er having made this demand, and 
having received nothing from Bal- 
son, he told police of Meadows’ 
story. 

Confession Admitted. 


The confession signed by Mead- 
ows was admitted in evidence, aft- 
er a discussion from which the 
jury was excluded. Testimony was 
given by Chief of Police Gerk, 
Chief.of Detectives Kaiser and 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Lennon, 
that Meadows’ statement was vol- 
untary.

BERLIN, Oct. 15.—Dr. . Paul 


Loebe, Socialist, was re-elected 
president of the Reichstag at to- 
day’s session, 

The re-election of the veteran 
statesman, who was first elected 


president of the Reichstag in 1920. 


was regarded as being of great 
political significance in showing 
that Centrist party was unwilling 
to swing completely to the right. 
Had the Catholic parties, namely, 


Ithe Centrists and Bavarians, failed 


to support Loebe, all possibilities 
of rallying labor behind him would 
have failed. 


Dr. Loebe received 269 votes 
while Dr. Ernst Scholz of the Ger- 
man Peoples’ party received 209 
votes. Scholz had the support of 
the Fascists. 

Previotsly Dr. Loebe had re- 
ceived 226 votes, Dr. Scholz 179, 
Wilhelm Pieck, Communist, 68, 
and Walter Graef, German Na- 
tionalist, 41 votes. As no candi- 
date had obtained an absolute ma- 
jority on the first ballot, a second 
ballot was held on the two leading 
candidates, Dr. Loebe winning. 
The Reichstag convéned at 3 p. 
m. The 107 Fascist members ap- 
peared in business suits instead of 
uniforms as on the opening day, 
but took a militant attitude im- 
mediately by organizing a demon- 
stration against President Loebe on 
the ground that he was opposed to 
béaring arms. 

The Nationalists joined the Fas- 
cists in the demonstration which 
was precipitated by the National 
Socialist Thuringian Premier, Wil- 
helm Frick, who denounced Loebe. 

The Communist spokesman 
brought roars of laughter from the 
house and galleries with a state- 
ment that the national Socialists, 
who profess to be anti-capitalistic 
and for labor, support Scholz, 
whose party represents the heaviest 
capital interests.

Then began the intensive hunt 
for Jake, leader of the murderous 
band. Last spring letters began 
arriving from Los Angeles to one 
of Jake’s old loves at Garden City, 
Kan. The handwriting on the en- 
velopes was so much like known 
speciments of Jake's chirography 
that a handwriting expert at Los 
Angeles pronounced them one and 
the same. Further investigation 
disclosed the letters were not from 
Jake, but from one of his old as- 
sociates in crime to a former 
sweetheart of the hunted man, and 
so this clew failed. 

But only in part. There was an- 
other woman in Southwestern Mis- 
sourl of whom the discarded wom- 
an at Garden City was jealous. 
Jake might be with her. This in- 
formation pieced perfectly with a 
clew from letters written by Jake 
and signed by his real name to 
the Governor of Colorado and the 
Attorney-General of Kansas offer- 
ing to surrender and take full 
blame for the Lamar crime if al- 
lowed to be tried in Kansas, which 
has no capital punishment, and if 
a promise to Ralph was kept by 
the “Colorado authorities.

The rest of the story is known. 
When the train stopped at Bran- 
son the inspectors and police gazed 
out of the windows, scanning faces 
of everyone on the platform, as 
they had done for months. Three 
of them were startled by a face, a 
clean shaven face, and exclaimed 
as one man, “There’s Jake!” They 
subsequently learned he had shaved 
that day for the first time in 
months to keep a date at Hollister 
with still another sweetheart. 

All started to rise and go for 
their man. Fileagle, waiting for 
passengers to detrain so he could 
get aboard, had not noticed the 
officers, and, when they perceived’ 
that he would get aboard, decided 
to wait for him and capture him 
aboard the train. 

‘They fingered their pistols, for 
they were about to face a most 
dangerous man. Fleagle unsuspect- 
ingly went aboard and the officers 
met him in a body at the door of 
their car like a big friendly re- 
ception committee. 


Before the bandit realized what 
was in the wind, Lieutenant of Po- 
lice Harry Wilde of Los Angeles 
whipped out his pistol and com- 
manded Jake to put up his hands. 

Not the least bit startled, for he 
is at home in emergencies, Fleagle, 
not even wincing, surlily safd, “I 
won't do it,” and reached for his 
pistol. He had it half way out of 
his holster under his left arm when 
Wilde shot him in the abdomen and 
other officers sprang upon him, 
overpowered him and bent across 
the back of a seat. 


Fleagle became unconscious a)- 
most immediately from the bullet 


wound and was rushed to a doctor 


in Branson. Hypodermics frought 
lucid intervals during which the 
officers sought to question him. 
He would not talk. He was 
asked if he wanted to go to 
California for trial on the train 
robbery or to Colorado for murder. 

“I don’t care where you take mé, 
You got me now. That’s all that 
matters.” 


On the trip to Springfield by au- 
tomobile, where Fleagle was taken 
to a hospital, he pleaded with Chief 
of Police Harper to have his moth- 
er come to Springfield to see him. 
He spoke only of her, and always 
tenderly. This was no tinie for 
sweethearts of the kind he knew. 
He was close to death. 

Physicians who operated on the 
mortally wounded gunman found a 
bullet wound in his right wrist 
Which they estimated was 10 days 


| old. A clean hole, it was healing 


nicely and Fleagle had covered it 
with a dirty handkerchief. 

“If you say it’s a bullet wound I 
guess that’s what it is,” he told 
postoffice inspectors surlily,” but I 
ain’t going to tell you how I got 
it.” 


Woman Tells of His Cabin. 


One of the operatives who cap- 
tured Fleagle went on to Hollister 
immediately after the shooting, 
taking with him a key found in 
the gunman’s pocket. At Holltster 
he met the woman whom Fleazgle 
was to have met and from her 
learned that the bank robber had 
been living 10 miles back in the 
hills in a cabin. 


It was a squalid habitation. that 
the policeman found there—a flim- 
sy cabin that showed plainly that 
Fleagle was no housekeeper. SBe- 
hind the plaster-beard wall which 
the policeman ripped away, he 
found a high-powered rifle, a .22- 
caliber rifle and two .44-caliber 
revolvers—Fleagle’s favorite weap- 
ons. 

There were several hundred 
rounds of ammunition there, too. 
Fleagle, his woman friend told the 
policeman, ways went about 
“well-heeled,” and her statement 
was confirmed by his armament 
when he was shot—a .44 like the 
revolvers in the cabin, and 60 
rounds of ammunition.

She 
had stumbled and fallen from 
tatigue, her captor waiting silently 
for her to arise and walk on. 

At 1:30 o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing the kidnaper camped in thick 
woods near Filley. She had 
wrapped herself in a tarpaulin he 
carried, while he sat beside her, 
demanding $60,000 in ransom, his

er could not pay that, she said. 
His money was tied up in land. 


By afternoon she had wheedled 
her captor down to $10,000 and 
had promised to have it delivered 
to him there in the woods. He 
released her, threatening to kill 
her if she failed to keep faith. 
When shevas reunited at length 
‘ith her hu@band, a’ young farmer, 
and her parents, she begged them 
to give the kidnaper his ransom. 
A large posse or armed citizens 
and a pack of bloodhounds from 
Springfield, Mo., went instead to 
pay the bill. 

From his front porch last night 
to a crowd of Greenfield men, her 
father said, “I'll give $500 to the 
man who kills that fellow. I'll 
give $1000 to the man who brings 
the fellow here for me to kill.” 

Still wearing the red and black 
house dress, the house sandals in 
which she was kidnaped, the 
woman, a few years ago a popular 
member of the Phi Mu Sorority at 
the University of Missouri, told the 
story of her night and day of ter- 
ror with her strange captor.

Paul H. Kaufman, 31 years old, 
confessed early today that he killed 
Avis Woolery, 17, of Webb City, 


Mo., whom he lured here Aug. 17 
with “a promise of a job. He buried 
her body in a shallow grave in 
Swope Park where the skeleton 
was found Monday. 

The bones were identified last 
night as those of the girl. A small 
georgette bow found in the grave 
was similar to one she wore when 
she came to Kansas City in re- 
sponse to Kaufman’s advertisement 
for a nurse maid. 

Already Under Sentence. ; 

After the identification, Kauf- 
man was questioned. The day aft- 
er the girl disappeared here, Kauf- 
man was arrested on the complaint 
of another girl, who answered his 
advertisement. He was sentenced 
to two years in the penitentiary on 
her complaint and has been held in 
jail here while police continued 40 
investigate the Woolery case. 
Kaufman, in his written con- 
feagsion, said that he met Miss’ 
Woolery at Union Station when she 
arrived Aug. 17. He said he was 
intoxicated and told her he had 
wrecked his automobile the previ- 
ous night and that they would have 
to walk part of the way to the 
home of his mother. He said he 
told the girl that she would have 
a job caring for a young child at 
his mother’s home. 
They then went by street car to 
Swope Park, his confession contin- 
ued, and stopped to rest near the 
park nursery, where the bones later 
were found. 

Told of Wild Parties. 

As they sat on the grass, he said, 
made advances, which she re- 
sisted. Kaufman said they talked 
of wild parties and other things 
begore he found he was strangling 
the girl with his elbow pressed 
against her neck. Kaufman then 
stripped off her clothing, buried 
the body and threw away her suit- 
case and clothing. Kaufman at 
first denied and later admitted he 
had assaulted the girl. 

Miss Woolery desired to take 
up nurse’s training, the course re- 
quiring one year in high school. 
She decided to seek employment 
to earn money to buy books and 
clothes. 

Miss Woolery saw an advertise- 
ment in serted Aug. 10 by Kauf- 
man seeking the services of a nurse 
maid. Her mother corresponded 
with Kaufman, who replied his 
mother was old and he had an in- 
fant who lived with her in an ex- 
clusive section of the city. He said 
he could employ a girl for $10 a 
week to take care of the child. 

The girl’s mother notified Kauf- 
man the girl would arrive here 
early Sunday morning, Aug. 17, 
and addressed a letter to Mrs. A.

David Kornblum Explains 
Marking-Up Policy on 
Time-Payment Sales at 
‘Bankruptcy Hearing. 


Among a number of willing ex: 
planations of the affairs of the 
bankrupt retail furniture firm of 
Joseph Kornblum & Son offered 
ia Bankruptcy Court yesterday by 
David Kornblum, the son, was one 
informing how accounts receivable 
may be sold at a profit for 55 cents 
on the dollar. 

Referee Coles was inquiring 
about a on tin which Korn- 
blum had said he had sold $32,- 
000 worth of accounts receivable 
at the rate last April, several 
months before a Sankruptcy peti- 
tion was filed against the firm. 

“How did you select the accounts 
to be sold?” asked the Court, 

“Jake and Morey Lasky, who 
bought them, helped me,” answered 
the witness. “We took the fair ac- 
counts and I paid creditors with 
the proceeds.” 

Asked what constitutes “fair” ac- 
counts, Kornblum responded, 
“Those a man pays on half the 
time.” Further questioning elicit- 
ed information that about half the 
sum realized was used to repay 
banks that held security for loans, 
and relatives who had loaned 


ing $12,264 in accounts had not 
been accepted by the Laskys. “But 
they’re good or fair,” he added. 
“None is worthless.” 

“T think T'll trust the Laskys’ 
valuation of them,” remarked the 
Court. 

“You were insolvent when you 
sold the accounts?” was the next 
question. 

“Oh, no,” explained Kornblum, 
“you see, we marked up time pay- 
ment furniture 100 per cent, so 
we still made §& per cent on the 
deal.’ : 

The Court then sought to learn 
why Kornblum and his brother, 
Harry, had abandoned the store, 
1017 Franklin avenue, shortly be- 
fore bankruptcy. Kornblum had 
testified that his father had not 
been active in the business for 
four years by reason of iliness. 

The witness explained that a 
creditor with a claim of “about 
$100” had levied on the store and 
that he had allowed it to be closed 
although it contained about $6400 
in stock. “I had been ilk from 


‘overwork,” he said. “I wag in a 


sort of delirium and didn’t know 
what I was doing. Harry is young, 
only 22.” 

Kornblum attributed the firm's 
financial] difficulties to use of its 
funds in caring for the father dur- 
ing his iliness. The company’s 
schedules list liabilities of $27.- 
729 and assets of $19,840. “We 
paid a minimum of $6000 on ac- 
count of my father in four years,” 
explained the witness. 

Before the cage was continued, 
Kornblum returned to the accounts 
and volunteered, “The money can 
be collected for creditors, all right, 
but I won’t say just how soon.”

little Jerseys, sometimes called the 
chorus girig of the cow family, to 
the big Holsteins. Even the red- 
and-white-coated  Ayrshires, re- 

garded as the ‘typical artist's cow 
because of their coats and grace- 
ful horns, are likely to be capric- 
fous before entering the judging 
ring. 

Some cows twitch and switch 
their tails as they are groomed for 
the ring; others will permit only 
their favorites herdsman to handle 
them; some will step readily into 
effective poses; others will wilfully 
jerk about, especially when @ cam- 
era is trained on them. And many 
may only be approached from one 
side, for cows are creatures of fixed 
habita 

A Temperamental Gobbler. 

But some of the gobblers in the 
poultry show are as vain as pea- 
cocks and stubborn as mules. One 
of the mammoth bronzes, for ex- 
ample, grows angry, expressing his 
wrath in guttural gobbles, if he {s 
not permitted to leave his coop and 
parade up and down under the eye 
of his owner. He cranes his neck, 
shakes his feathers into position 
and struts in dignified measures 
as soon as he catches sight of an 
onlooker with his wicked little eyes. 
But he poses well, standing still as 
a statue at his ©wner's behest, and 
displaying points to the best ad- 
vantage, a bird born to the show 
ring and a veteran of many shows.

But by day, all the birds, of 
virtually every variety of domes- 
tic fowl, are awake, lively in their 
coops, some of them eager fer at- 
tention, others clucking reproach- 
fully at passerby. The water fow!, 
ducks and geese, waddle about. 
sometimes approaching — visitors 
with outstretched necks for grains 
of corn. Most of the fanciers pay 
special attention to the rare bird

Rabbits Judged on Table.

tists. The rabbits, white, gray, 
and brown, have a section to them- 
selves, The birds are judged in 
their coops, but the rabbits are 
Placed on a table, surrounded by 
an intent fringe of spectators. 
Despite their artificial surround- 
ings the cattle and birds at the 
show bring back memories of dis- 
tant pastures and boyhood barn- 
yards. The sweet scent of fresh 
straw permeates the cattle exhibi- 
tion buildings, the homely gound 
of milk hissing into buckets is ever 
present. And the hens in the 
poultry show cluck as serenely as 
though they were back in their 
back yards.

RALfH S. KELLEY resigned his 
post as chief of the Field Di- 
vision of the General Land Office, 
Department of Interior, Sept. 28. 
In a letter to Secretary Wilbur he 
charged that oil shale lands of a 
potential value of at least $40,000.- 
000,000 are being parceled out to 
private interests by the Interior De- 
partment, often illegally, without 
consideration for the public’s inter- 
est. Subsequently he prepared an ez- 
tended narrative, outlining his ac- 
cusations in detail and presented 
documentary evidence to support 
some of them. The following is 
the second and concluding article 
in which the Post-Dispatch pre- 
ents, in condensed form, the sub- 
stance of his story. 
T rear most frequently in Ralph 
S. Kelley’s charges of a new 
oil scandal are those which were 
involved in the Teapot Dome and 
Continental Trading Co., scandals 
of the Harding administration. 
Conspicuous among them are the 
Midwest Refining Co. and _ the 
Prairie Oil & Gas Co., whose re- 
spective heads, Harry M. Black- 
mer and James F, O'Neill, fled to 
France to awoid testifying, and are 
still fugitives from the United 
States. 

Midwest is owned by the Stand- 
ard of Indiana. Prairie is in 
process of being acquired by .the 
Harry FY Sinclair interests. As 
will be recalled, Robert W. Stewart 
was deposed as head of Standard 
of Indiana at the instance of John 
D.. Rockefeller Jr., after it was 
disclosed that Stewart, Sinclair, 
O'Neill and Blackmer had secretly

Finney in Teapot Inguiry. 

E. C. Finney, who became As- 
sistant Secretary of Interior under 
Fall, and was promoted to the post 
of Solicitor under the present Sec- 
retary, Ray Lyman Wilbur, had 
an active part In the secret nego- 
tiations whereby Fall leased. the 


, Teapot Dome nayal reserve to Sin- 


clair, although subsequently he in- 
sisted before the Senate \ Public 
Lands Committee that he was only 
obeying Fall’s instructions. 

Kelley charges that Finney and 
Dr. Hubert Work, who succeeded 
Fall as Secretary, were responsible 
for delays which “paralyzed” the 
efforts of the Denver field division 
of the General Land Office to bring 
suits that would have shown the 
fraudulent character of private 
claims covering Government lands 
containing billions of dollars worth 


of oil. Subsequently. he. adds, 
Congressman William’ Eaton 
(Rep.), Colorado, used these de- 


lays as a pretext for introducing 
legislation that would have turned 
approximately $9,000,000,000 worth 
of Colorado oil lands over to pri- 
vate companies without further le- 
gal formalities. : 

“The story begins some years 
ago, when Eaton was attorney for 
applicants for Colorado oil lands. 
and was himself interested finan- 
cially in claims,” Kelley relates. 
“The Government had filed charges 
against these claims, alleging about 
every violation or non-performance 
possible under the\Federal mining 
laws. Eaton turned these claims 
over to the law firm of Dines, Dines 
& Holmes, attorneys for the Mid- 
west. Previously he had himself ap- 
peared before the Interior Depart- 
ment as attorney of record for in- 
terests associated “with the Mid- 
west, seeking title to 7000 acres of 
Colorado lands. ‘These lands con- 
tain oil of the sj LED value of 
$300,000,000.” 

Two Years’ Delay ‘Gaied, 


The companies sought delay in 
the hearings on these claims. Kel- 
ley and B, F, L. Heron, attorney 
for the field division, opposed de- 
lay on the ground that the claims 
already were old, that witnesses 
were dying and ‘scattering, and 
that delay was not sought in good 
faith. Nevertheless, he says, Sec- 
retary Work granted a delay of a 
year, ,and Finney subsequently 
granted an additional year. 

In this connection Kelley quotes 
a telegram sent by Senator Water- 
man (Rep.), Colorado, to the firm 
of Dines & Holme, in January, 
1929, in which Waterman assured

the oil lawyers that all hearings, 


would be postponed, adding that he 
was “glad to have been able to 
meet the wishes of my friends in 
such an important issue.” Prior 
to this, Kelley charges, former 
Gov. William-~Spry of Utah; Com- 
missioner of the General Land Of- 
fice, had drafted a letter to the 
Denver division, ordering the~suits 
to be filed immediately, but Fin- 
ney forbade him to send it. 

To this accusation Kelley adds 
that Spry came‘to Denver, asked 
for all copies of the correspondence 
touching these claims, and told 
Kelley that he was under instruc-| 
tions from his superiors in Wash- 
ington to destroy it. Kelley’-adds 
that although he handed the docu- 
ments to Spry, the latter, faithful 
to his sense of duty, surreptiously 
preserved all the papers, and later, 
when Work had retired from the 
Cabinet to direct Hoover’s cam- 
paign for President, restored them 
to the files. He declares they are 
still in existence, and offers copious 
quotations from them. 


Says Finney Gave Order. 


Kelley names Spry as authority 
for the statement that Finney was 
the official who ordered the ret- 
ords destroyed. The effect of the 
records, obviously, was to show 
that the delay which had been 
granted was detrimental to the 
Government's interest and helpful 
to the wil companies seeking title 
to the contested claims. Already, 
Kelley says, he had been puzzled 
by a remark he attributes to Fin- 
ney—that the department would 
protect Kelley from attacks by the 
oil companies if Kelley “would 
réciprocate.” 

The principal reason given for 
granting the delays was the fact 
that the Krushnic case, involving 
the validity of a certain claim, was 
then in process of litigation. How- 
ever, Kelley states that the only 
point involved itn this case was the 
power of the Government to 
charge default in conneetion with 
work done in improving ‘claims, 
whereas many other charges of 
violation and non-performance had 
been made in connection with the 
delayed cases. As a matter of 
fact, the United States Supreme 
Court eventually sustained the 
Government in the Krushnic case. 
Meantime, action in the other 
cases had been delayed for two 
years. 

“The oil companies had sought 
end obtained this delay, over the 
protest of the Denver division, of 
which I was chief,” Kelley con- 
tinues. “But Congressman Eaton, 
who had been attorney for inter- 
ests affiliated with Midwest, and 
who had been elected to Congress 
with the ardent support of the oil 
interests, applied last year to Con- 
gress for ‘relief’ for those compa- 
nies, alleging that the delay had 
necessitated ‘emergency’ legislation 
in their behalf. He introduced 
three bills, the effect of which 
would have been to turn over the 
rest of the Codorado oil lands to 
the private claimants, regardless of 
whether their claims were valid. 
The result would have been ‘to 
make them an outright gift of 
$9,000,000,000 worth of public oil 
lands.” 


Agrees to Reverse Decision. 


Three months before the Eaton 
bills were introduced, Secretary 
Wilbur had issued a‘decision which 
was written, Kelley says, “‘by one 
of the ablest lawyers in the solici- 
tor’s department.’ The decision 
held that after claimants had ap- 
plied for titles, the Government 
had the right to step in and chal- 
lenge the validity of the claims. 
“This decision,’’ continues the re- 
tiring field chief, “‘fully protected 
the rights of the Government to 
approximately 50,000 acres of land, 
containing oil worth approximately 
$2,500,000,000." He goes on: 

“Secretary Wilbur appeared be; 
fore Eaton’s subcommittee, which’ 
was considering the bills. . He 
agreed to think over whgther he 
would indorse them, and let, the 
committee know within 24 hours. 
He did not indorse them, but with- 
in 24 hours he did agree to reverse 
his previous decision. By this re- 
versal the Government ‘lost all its 
rights to $2,500,000,000 worth of 
oil.

The statement by Democratic 
leaders in St. Louis that the Demio- 


lican party dry, and that the eco- 
nomic depression is the result of 
the policies of Republican admin- 


istration, was disputed last night 
by Forrest C. Donnell, attorney, in 
an address before a mass meeting 
of Republican workers in West End 
wards at the Roosevelt Hotel. 

“Neither the Democratic nor the 
Republican party has thus far an- 
nounced itself to be for or against 
prohibition,” Donnell declared. 
“While Al Smith was classified as 
a wet, his running mate, the last 
Democratic candidate for Vice 
President, Senator Joseph T. Rob- 
inson of Arkansas, referred to him- 
self as one ‘who for 25 years has 
uniformly supported measures for 
prohibition.’ 

“It is significant t® note that at 
the election in 1928, while there 
were approximately 662,500 votes 
cast for Smith in- Missouri, the 
most noted dry leader in the state, 
Charles M. Hay, Democratic candi- 
date for United States Senator, re- 
ceived more than 726,000.

“Neither state platform, recently 
adopted, mentions prohibition, yet 
State Senator Joseph Brogan of 8t. 


Demécratic platform, which re- 
ceived no consideration. The na- 
tional platforms of both the Demo- 
cratic and Republican parties, 
adopted in 1928, pledge enforce- 
ment of the eighteenth amendment. 

“In the Republican party, diver- 
gence of opinion respecting prohi- 
bition exists just as it does within 
the Democratic party. Mr. Hoover 
announced himself as not favoring 
repeal ef the eighteenth amend- 
ment, while Dwight Morrow of 
New Jersey has declared himself 
for repeal.” 

Donnell criticised Circuit Attor- 
ney Franklin Miller, a Democrat, 
for his statement that crime would 
incréase this winter as a result of 
unemployment. ‘The statement,”’’ 
Donnell said, “will not have a good 
effect upon the youth wavering be- 
tween right and wrong.” 

Replying to the statement of 
former Circuit Judge Daniel G. 
Taylor, made at a Democratic mass 
meeting at the Odeon Monday 
night, that “the Republican party 
cannot escape responsibility’ for 
economic conditions,’’ Donnell said: 
“The depression, as President Hoo- 
vef recently pointed out, is world- 
wide. .Overproduction of raw ma- 
terials in foreign nations has led 
to heavy reduction in prices, thus 
diminishing the buying power of 
the nations of the world. 


Good Word for the Tariff. 


“Alleviation of the economic con- 
dition cannot be safely confided to 
the Democratic party which has so 
uniformly shown its hostility to the 
protective tariff. To place Demo- 
crats in power in Congress would 
vastly incrdéase these distressing 
conditions.

o ftests conducted in secrecy dur- 
ing the last four months at Roose- 
velt Field, L. I., were brought to 
light yesterday when it was learned 
that Paul H. MacNeil, an architect 
of Huntington, has been testing 
an instrument he calls the fog 
eye, the result of more than eight 
years of experimentation. — 

The device; somewhat familiar 
to the radio compass, employs a 
projector of infra-red rays from a 
fixed point on the land. These 
rays are picked up by an thermos- } 
ebuple unit at the receiving end. 
which may be a ship or an  air- 
plane, and aré transformed into 
minute electrical impulses which 
are in turm recorded by delicate 
measuring instruments. 

Since infra-red rays are known 
to penetrate fog, this system of 
position finding may be. adapted 
for use aboard ship.

I would generally relieve with an- 
other young pitcher and waited un- 
til the sixth or seventh innings to 
put in Bender or Plank. 

We often got away to a bad start 
but we generally burst out in a 
rash of runs in late innings and as 
soon as the score was close, Plank 
or Bender would go in and save 
the game. So often did I practice 
this policy of substitution that I 
remember a wit on a Philadelphia 
newspaper in his notes of the game 
one day penned this line: “So and 
so will start this afternoon’s game 
and either Plank or Bender will 
finish.”

Dr. L. P. Macklin, for the past 
eight years the’ ranking amateur 
three-cushion billiard player of St.

P nyson’s famous brook, go on 
forever. A film career is 


telegraph code to become a radio 
operator. The nearer a player ap- 
proaches perfection, the more there 
is to occupy the attention, for each 
new picture demands preparation 
along some hitherto unexplored 
line. | 

Nor is it possible to set down a 
definite list of things to be learned 
which will fully equip the pro- 
spective actor or actress in screen 
work. In fact, I have found that 
some of the greatest benefits to my 
screen career haye been derived 
from interests I had developed 
without a thought of their ever be- 
ing of use to me as an actress. 

There are, of course, certain 
talents in pantomime, mimicry and 
elocution that provide the ground- 
work for all acting. They are pos- 
sessed in some degree by  prac- 
tically everyone interested in dra- 
matic expression, and without 
them it would be all but impossi- 
ble for one to progress in the 
films beyond extra work. 

But these are merely the founda- 
tions. If one hasn’t sufficient in- 
terest in the world to learn somé- 
thing of the expressive arts, to 
develop hobbies, and become proft!- 
cient in sports and recreations, the 
chances for success as a screen 
player are decidedly remote. 

From my own experience, I 
should say that the most valuable 
preparation for screen work is to 
develop one’s powers of observa- 
tion. Keep your eyes open and 
watch. what’s going on about you. 
Study your neighbors, your  ser- 
vants. You may be playing a 
serving maid in a picture some 
time for all you know. 

Acting, after all, is assuming the 
personality of another character, 
and unless you are familiar with 
the dress, habits and appearance 
of people in all stations of life, you 
cannot hope to effectively portray 
another’s characteristics. 

People have always interested 
me. I watch them -whertver I 
am—in stores, in crowded districts 
downtown, in street cars, at the 
theater, and I often amuse myself 
by trying to determine by their 
appearance what sort of people 
they are. I begin by first looking 
at their shoes. 

When I was new to motion pic- 
ture work I used to ride between 
the studio and my home on a street 
car, and frequently I would study 
some particular individual closely, 
then try to assume that character 
whén I arrived homie, duplicating 
any little individual gesture or 
facial expressions as exactly as 
possible. I found that this prac- 
tice helped me surprisingly in por-

GAME I used ‘to play during 
my school days in England
